The invention defined in claims 1-29 is not disclosed by any 
of these documents. 

The cited prior art differ from the claimed invention in that 
neither of the documents describe a method for controlling 
transmission of data bits where the network entity gets 
information about the bandwidth on the wireless link that the 
bit transfer session currently is allowed to use and where the 
network entity updates a parameter relating to the flow 
control so as to control the transmission rate. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is not obvious to a person 
skilled in the art.
